MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1941. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Mrs.  Evans  and  Gentlemen, 

I be#  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1941. 

I am  putting  it  in  as  modified  and  concise  a form  as 
is  consistent  with  the  facts  and  figures  that  I have  to  put 
before  you  for  your  information  and  consideration. 

The  population  for  the  past  year  is  about  treble 
that  of  pre-war  figures.  This  extra  population  naturally 
puts  an  increased  strain  on  all  our  services,  more 
particularly,  the  water  and  sewerage  systems.  So  far, 
they  have  stood  up  remarkably  well  to  the  extra  load -they 
have  to  bear.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  land 
has  been  acquired  in  the  immediate  proximity  to  the 
Ffynnon  Asaph  Spring,  which  will  enable  a stricter 
control  to  be  kept  on  any  possible  source  of  contamina- 
tion A great  strain  has  also  been  placed  on  the  refuse 
collection  system,  and  this  is  further  aggravated  by 
the  increased  work  necessitated  bj^  the  compulsory 
collection  of  salvage  material.  It  became  necessary  to 
reduce  the  household  collection  to  a fortnightly  collection 
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instead  of  the  weekly  collection  as  hitherto.  This,  in  my 
opinion,  is  unsatisfactory,  and  I hope  your  Council  will 
consider,  without  delay,  the  advisability  of  augmenting 
the  present  system  by  the  provision  of  an  additional 
refuse  collecting  vehicle  with  a view  to  a dual  system 
becoming  operative. 

As  to  the  general  health  of  the  Area  for  the  past 
year,  in  my  opinion  it  has  been  very  good  and  fully  up  to 
pre-war  standard. 

You  will  notice  hereafter  that  the  incidence  of 
infectious  diseases  has  been  rather  high  but  this  has  been 
general  throughout  the  country. 

Water  Supply 

I am  pleased  to  know  that  the  work  at  the  source 
of  supply  at  Marian  Mills  has  commenced  ; the  old  farm 
buildings  will  be  cleared  away  and  rebuilt  on  a new  site. 

I his  should  remove  all  possibility  of  contamination  from 
this  source. 

Also,  that  the  Council  is  considering  expenditure  in 
connection  with  the  modernization  and  extension  of  the 
filter  plant,  which  should  materially  improve  its 
performance. 

The  treatment  of  the  water  is  receiving  constant 
attention,  and  in  particular  bacteriological  examinations 
are  made  at  frequent  and  regular  intervals,  for  which 
service  thanks  are  due  to  the  Director  and  Staff  of  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  for 
their  valuable  help  and  co-operation. 
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Sewerage  System 

The  new  system  for  the  North-west  Area  continues 
to  function  satisfactorily,  aa  does  also  the  system 
generally.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  during  the  year 
most  of  the  property  in  this  Area  was  connected  to  the 
main  sewer  and  the  objectionable  cesspools  dispensed 
with. 

Diphtheria  Immunization 

The  Council  was  very  alert  to  the  importance  of 
this  work,  for  it  was  early  in  1940  that  application  was 
made  to  the  Ministry  for  approval  of  a Scheme  for  the 
District  under  Section  177  (1)  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936 

The  Scheme  commenced  on  the  3rd  June,  1940,  and 
my  Department  have  since  carried  out,  with  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  local  medical  practitioners,  a regular  series 
of  sessions.  The  Scheme  covers  all  children  of  school  age 
and  iti  addition  children  of  pre-school  age  are  included  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Authority. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  children 
immunized  against  Diphtheria  was  169,  of  these  61  were 
under  5 years  of  age  and  108  were  over  that  age.  The 
total  number  immunized  since  ihe  inception  of  the 
Scheme  to  the  31st  December,  1941  is:—

districts  or  by  private  arrangements.

So  far  nothing  has  been  done  to  alleviate  the 
nuisance  complained  of  by  residents  in  the  Highbury 
Avenue  Area. 

Public  Cleansing 

T am  pleased  to  report  that  sufficient  land  for  the 
disposal  of  refuse  on  the  present  site  for  a further  few 
years  is  now  available  and  in  use.  A great  improvement 
in  the  method  of  disposal  is  noticeable. 

With  regard  to  collection,  I have  already  mentioned 
the  present  difficulties  and  made  suggestions  for  your 
consideration.

Death  Rate 

Iu  the  year  1941  the  estimated  population  as  given 
by  the  Registrar  General  is  10,030.  It  is  upon  these 
figures  that  I have  to  estimate  Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

The  number  of  deaths  actually  registered  in  the 
area  was  135,  giving  a rate  of  13-45. 

Ihirty-five  deaths  of  residents  took  place  outside 
the  area,  whilst  eleven  deaths  occurred  in  the  area  of 
non-residents,  giving  a net  rate  for  the  year  of  15.85.  as 
compared  with  14.49  for  the  previous  year.
